Rear Admira! Silas Wright 'Wi- 
ry, who will, in the course of the 
next few months, become the senior 
naval officer of the United States, 
ranking next to Admiral George 
Dewey, is a native of Kentucky, 
being born and reared in Trigg 
county. With a record of forty- 
four years' active service, twenty- 
nine years and six months 
duty and fourteen years 
months of shore service 
career is without blot or blemish. 

Admiral Terry was born Decem- 
ber 28. 1841, in the almost unknown 
little village oi Wallonia, in Trigg 
county. His father was Abner R. 
Terry, a highly educated Virginia 
gentleman, who moved with his 
family to Kentucky in 1829 and en- 
gaged in mercantile pursuits at 
Wallonia until 1844, when he moved 
to Cadiz, the county seat of Trigg 
county, and continued successfully 
in business until his death in 1848. 
His mother was a Miss Dyer, of an 
old and representative family of 
Henry county, Va. 

At Cadiz the future Admiral re- 
ceived what would now be termed 
a common school education, attend- 
ing the school conducted at that 
place by Prof. Quint M. Tyler, a 
noted teacher hailing from Tennes- 
see, In September, 1858, through 
the influence of the Hon. Henry C. 
Burnett, the representative in Con- 
gress at that time Irora the First 
district of Kentucky, he was ap 
pointed an acting midshipman. 

Admiral Terry has a devoted 
wife, who was Miss Lou Mason, a 
daughter of Judge John Thompson 
Mason, who has represented the 
Annapolis district in Congress sev- 
eral terms, and at the time of bis 
death was one of the judges of the 
Supreme Court of Maryland. Twoj 
children have ble»»ed this union. | 
Capt Porter, U. S. N., a boh of 
Admiral Porter, his former com- 
manding officer, married a sister of 
Miss Mason. Admiral Terry aud 
bis family are consistent members 
• if the Episcopal church. He owns 
.m elegant mansion in Annapolis, 
where he spends all his time when

He has three brothers and four 
sisters living in the neighborhood 
uf Cadiz. Two of his brothers! 
lought and bled for the Confederate 
cause while he was giving such 
valuable service to the Federal 
navy. Both his brothers rose to 
the rank of Captain in the Confed- 
erate army. Capt. F. G. Terry b*.- 
ing with Forrest and other leader* 
Of infantry, and wsa also at 
the siege of Vicksburg. besides 
other notable battles, never failing 
to show the high courage which 
seems to have been a natural trait 
of the family. His other brother, 
Capt. Ben D. Terry, who fought 
for the Lost Cause, was in the com- 
mand of that dashing leader, Gen. 
John H. Morgan, and no matter 
how perilous or fatiguing the un- 
dertaking he was always ready 
and willing to go where bis leadec 
pointed the way.

to see scavenging carts collecting 
refuse from houses' at all hours of t be 
day, and he wonders why such work 
it> not required to be performed at an 
early hour in the morning. He does 
not understand why coal carts, heavy 
wagons and similar traffic are allowed 
to crawl along main thoroughfares 
during business hours, instead of be- 
ing compelled lo proceed by side 
streets.

He might 
easily have lengthened the IL-I. We 
all know of these Ihinga, and most of 
us are continually groaning over one 
or other of them, but the recital may 
help to remind the more lethargic- 
minded how far we a re as yet from be- 
ing a truly progressive community, 
notwithstanding a "niegaomaniac" 
county council and a whole array of 
chained and robed minor municipal 
authoriti?*.

Editor Kkntuckian: 

1 see an article in the Kentuck- 
i/.Nof April 1st, 1902, from Mr. C. F. 
Jarrett. which he requested pub- 
lished for the purpose of bringing 
about a discussion, so that from a 
variety of opinions there might be 
devised a better and cheaper sys- 
tem of keeping up the public roads 
than the one new in force. As you 
have been very liberal in opening 
the columns of your paper to the 
tax payers of the county, that they 
might express themselves on ques- 
tions of public interest, I presume 
once more upon your kinduess to 
request that you publish this letter. 

I must beg leave to differ from 
my friend, Mr. Jarrett. He says, 
when the county bought the pikes, 
he and his associates gave up a 
good thing. Leaving the impress- 
ion that the pikes were sold to the 
county for much less than their 
cash value. The fact is, however, 
the owners of the pikes were glad 
to unload their "white "elephant" 
os the county and every man in the 
county who is posted in county af- 
fairs, knows that the company has 
been anxious to get rid of their 
pikes for a number of years. 

Mr. Jarrett says that these pikes 
must now be kept in repair from a 
point of county ownership. Is this 
52 miles of pikes the only road bed 
the county has? Does he know 
that the county has at this time 
2,200 miles of public road bed to 
keep up in some way. From his ar- 
ticle, I take it that he means that it 
is only necessary, at present to keep 
up the 52 miles of pikes and let the 
2,148 miles wait until he and others 
in the south part of the county can 
have the pikes repaired out to their 
gates. The unfortunate victims 
down here in the mud and bills do 
not deserve anything simply be- 
cause we do not live io South 
Christian or in Hopkinsville. 

He says the people still in the 
mud must wait. We will not wait 
unless it is law for us to wait. We 
do not intend that this $40,000, 
placed in the hands of the Road 
Supervisor shall all be placed in 
one section of the county, on top of 
the $75,000 derived from the sale of 
the pike bonds. If such is law then 



we will subniit, otherwise we will 
not. 

Mr.Jarrett also says: ''After fhis 
is done, the earliest available mon- 
ey should be spent on the road to 
the coal mines, as every man, wo- 
man and child is interested in 
cheaper coal and that is what a 
good road meaus to them." Now. 
this is as near right and justice as 
Mr. Jarrett ever gets things when 
it comes to placing the people's 
money on the public roads of the 
county. I suppose he had reference 
to the men, women and children of 
South Christian andof HopkinBville, 
when he speaks of "cheaper coal." 
If this ia not true please tell me, 
sir, how the men, women, and chil- 
dren in the extreme northwestern 
portions of the county can be bene- 
fitted by building a pike from Hop- 
kinsville to the coal banks? This 
will be a blessing to your section, 
also to the city of Hopkinsville, 
which was the end sought from the 
very beginning of the move to have 
the county buy the pikes. 

You say the Fiscal Court has 
very wisely made one of its mem- 
bers Superintendent of all the pub- 
lic roads in the county; that it is a 
new office and it is hoped it is and 
will be kept entirely non partisan, 
with no political favors to ask or 
grant. I did not know until I read 
your article that you were ten years 
behind the workings of the Fiscal 
Court. It was political favor that 
created this office, given to a 
Republican by Democratic members 
of the court. This Republican 
member of the cuurt got all that 
was in this new office and without 
any restriction whatever. 

Now, Charlie, I have said that 
political favor created this office in 
the way it now stands. You see, 
the court consisted of four Demo- 
crats and four Republicans and a 
Republican judge. When the court 
reached the road dilemma for dis- 
cussion, and it was decided to have 
a Road Supervisor, when the vote 
was taken four Democrats and one 
Republican voted to create this 
office, leaving the other three Re- 
publicans and the Judge to vote No. 
Then the vote was taken fixing the 
salary of this office at $1,200 per 
year. The same four Democrats 
and the same Republican voted tor 
the $1,200 salary. When this was 
done then nominations were in -or 
der to supply this office. Esq. Mc- 
Reynolds was placed in nomination 
for Road Supervisor by one of the 



Democratic members of the court. 

Now you will understand that 
1 Esq. McR-jynolds was all the time 
voting on the Democratic side of the 
court and was the only man nomi- 
nated for this office. When the vote 
was called the four Democrats 
voted for McReynolde. 

When McKeynolds' name was 
called by the clerk he voted for him- 
self. That gave him five votes, 
cast by tour Democrats and him- 
self a Republican, leaving the other 
three Republicans and the judge on 
the other side of the political fence. 
So you see there is more politics in 
the Fiscal court than there ia in all 
the rest of the state of Kentucky. I 
ask you and the rest of the tax pay- 
era of this county, what have you in 
the way of Road Supervisor? Ycu 
have one of the membors of the 
court as Supervisor, who voted to 
create his office, and voted to fix his 
salary at $1200 and then voted him- 
self into this office to get the salary. 
Had he not voted for himself he 
could never have been Road Super- 
visor. Your Road Supervisor vir- 
tually put the whole thing in his 
own bands at his own will. And 
this is not the most important mat- 
ter in this deal, in which the tax 
payers of the county are interested. 
The Fiscal Court has set apart 
twenty five cents on every $100 of 



taxable property for road and 
bridge purposes, which will be 
about J23.000 and also auy and all 
other money, that is not otherwise 
appropriated, which would likely- 
amount to $17,000, making $40,000. 
$40,000 is put in the hands of the 
Road Supervisor to sow over the 
various road& of the county at his 
will. 

He has the power and authority, 
to let out road and bridge work in 
the county privately: to hire all la- 
bor he may wish and pay any price 
he may choose for same, without 
any restriction from the court. 

He can pay a man $K» a day if he 
chooses and can pay $500 for a 
piece of work that if let out public- 
ly at the lowest and best bidder 
would coat $200 and get a rebate of 
$300. He can make his salary any 
thing be may desire to make it, and 
neither the tax payers nor the court 
can ever know any thing about iij 
He can make Ctiarley Jarrett's pike 
out to his house 50 feet wide should 
he choose to do so. He can pay his 
assistants $5,000 if he wishes and 
g^t $2,000 rebate. In fact he can 
do any thing with the people's 
money that he desires as the court 
has failed to place a safeguard 
around him. The court itself can 
not check him should they wish to 
do so. The court has transferred

any and all power that was in their 
hands to the Road Supervisor and. 
the contract is now signed, stamped, 
sealed and delivered and is now a 
matter of record, and the tax pay- 
ers must pay the bill. Now will 
you and the other tax payers sub- 
mit to this outrage? I don't believe 
you will. Apply the law and it will 
remove the obstruction. This 
whole thing is a new departure in 
the history of Christian county. 

Here you have a Road Super- 
visor, I am told, that has a $35,000 
farm who created his office, fixed 
his salary, and then voted himself 
into the office to get the salary] 
Think of a man with a $35,000 farm 
out as Superintendent of the roads, 
ot the county with the small salary 
of $1200 per year with about $40, 
000 of the people's money to scatter 
at his will. 

I would ask you were you to em- 
ploy the Road Supervisor or myself 
(0 manage your farm would you 
place your monev in our hands to 
emplov labor and cultivate any and 
all your land as we might choose 
and allow us to pay any price we 
might desire for labor; employ 
whom we please without you hold- 
ing the financial reins? I know 
you would be far from this. If this 
be true how can you say "the Fis- 
cal Court has acted wisely," in 
placing this $40,000 in the hands of 
any man to throw out to his pets. 

I am sorry that a good man has 
allowed the court to put him in a 
position in which no man should 
suffer himself to be placed.

bility. In training a bulldog it is 
found that all auperfluoim flesh dis- 
appears more quickly than in the 
case of other dogs, and thnt a bull- 
dog in condition carries less super- 
fluous weight thnn any other breed. 

The heaviest layers of muscles ore 
laid on the bulldog's: head unci neck. 
The efficiency of a fighter is, of 
course, meusured principally by his 
quickness and the strength of his 
jaws. Every well-.-et-»ip dog. if will 
be found, has a thick bunch of mus- 
cles nt the side of its jaws. In nny 
other breed of dogs this abnormal 
development would he considered a 
deformity. It is this powerful little 
group of muscles which gives the Jaw 
it.-, vise-like grip. The form of tin 
jaw is particularly well adapted to 
the work it is called upon to do. It 
is long and brond and set with un- 
usually heavy teeth. 

The two long teeth which help to 
give Ihe bulldog its ferocious ap- 
peu ranee ;ire also \ery valuable weap- 
ons. They serve, ns it were, to lock 
up the vise-like jaws when they an 
once closed upon an object. 

The most powerful muscles in the 
entire frame of the bulldog are those 
which control the jaws. In case the 
prey, whatever it nitty be. slips from 
this grip, it is certain to be caught 
and held by the interlocking teeth in 
the front of the jaw. 

Almost any bulldog, whether in or 
out of condition, can support its own 
weight by the grip of its jaws. The 
marvelous tenacity of this grip ia 
largely due to its ability to hold its 
own weight by the grip of its front 
teeth. 

Even the young hull pup can lift 
its own weight by the grip of Its 
jnws. As the do;; grows this grip 
becomes so strong thnt a bulldog 
mn> be swung and jerked about vio- 
lently without disturbing its hold. 

The muscles come to maturity 
about the fourth year. A bulldog is 
considered capable of doing its beat 
fighting in its fifth and sixth years.

Ilalian statesmen lose their tem- 
pers easily. They are even more hot- 
headed than the Frenchmen, and 
therefore the sessions of the chamber 
! are very interesting to people who 
I like to see "scraps." When an orator 
I of one political group makes an a*a r- 
j tion that is offensive to the member* 
j of another group they do not hesitate 
to interrupt ami contradict him, and 
1 frequently five or six members are on 
the Hour gesticulating wildly while 
ihe picsident of the chamber rin^ a 
bitle boH instead of pounding his desk 
with a mallet, like the speaker of our 
house at home. 

There was a funny scene (he other 
day. A certain socialiet agitator from 
the city of Ravenna named Enrico 
Kerri made a speech on some inbjcct 
concerning th< working clasps and 
was quite intemperate in some of his 
abortions — so much so that he un- 
called to order repeatedly. He finally 
lost his temper and let go of very vig- 
orous and insulting epithets at tin 
distinguished colleagues who had op- 
posed him. For this he was called to 
order, and, a* he refused to take his 
seat or even stop talking, the pn -i- 
dent of thecham Undirected the chief 
bouncer to tire him out. This cere- 
mauy waa performed in a moa artis- 
tic manner. Ti,e eergeant-at-arms 
seized the honoiablegcntleman by the 
seat of his trousers with one hand and 
his coat collar with the other and 
hustled him down the main aisle so 
rapidly that the victim scarcely re- 
alized what was going on until he 
found himself in the vestibule, where 
he stamped and raged and shouted 
and behaved generally lik an angry 
Italian. 

As soon a^ the bouncer returned to 
the chamber and reported to the pres- 
ident that his orders had beeu exe- 
cuiid what might be called a spirit 
of conciliation took posaeseit n. One 
of the conservatives who had been the 
target of Signer Ferris assault arose 
and in a dignified and gentlemanly 
manner asked that all reference to the 
incident be omitied from the official 
report of the proceedings, aud that 
the order of the president ejecting his 
antagonist be rescinded. The lesd- 
•01 of the socialist parly received the 
proposition in the same spirit and 
were explaining to the president and 
all concerned that Signor Ferri did 
not intend to give offense or to violate 
the propriety of the chamber, when 
their eloquence was drowned by a 
crashing of glass, and fragments of a 
large ornamental door went flying in 
every direction. The disheveled hair 
and bloodshot eyes of Signor Ferri ap- 
peared through the hole that he had 
broken and he shouted in stentorian 
tones that the president of the parlia- 
ment and all its members werea lotof 
tyrants, despots, swindlers, thieves 
and hypocrites-. 

This dramatic performance ter- 
minated the proceedings. It was ao 
comical that half the members- of the 
chamber broke into roars of laughter, 
while signor Ferri's friends, who were 
testifying to his gentle disposition 
and kindly sentiments, sat down in 
confusion.
